WASHINGTON, Jan, 9.—Further re- 
ports received by the State Department 
regarding the murder of F..J. Roney and 
Earl Bowles, Americans, in the Tampico 
region, tend to show that the men were 
not kitted by bandits as reported by the 
Mexican Government, but that they were 
killed by Federal: soldiers. A Mauser 
bullet wourld in Bowles’s foot is said to 
prove this,.as the only Mauser rifles. in 
the section where the killing occurred, it 
is asserted,@are those df Government 
troops. It is also regarded as significant 
that the Mexican who was with Bowles 
and Roney when tiey met their deaths 
escaped unharmed. 


The Mexican Government reports that 


the two men were mistaken for gun- 
runners aiding In getting munitions from 
a vessel off the coast. to Manuel Pelaez, 
the rebel leader in the ‘southern’ oil 
fields. This is refuted by the American 
authorities, wh® say that arms could ‘not 
be landed on the beach at that point, 
and that, in‘any case, arms could. net be 
shipped to Pelaez.from the United States 
because of the rigid enforcement of the 
arms embargo. 

With re rd to the assertion by the 
Mexican vernment that the two men 
were killed by bandits, the reports sub- 
mitted to the State Department, say that 
no bandits can get within fourteen niiles 
of the place where. the murdér. took 
place; Details of the.supplementary re- 
ea given to the department are as fol; 
OWS: 

“Bowles, Roney. and Miguel Sierra, 
the first two Americans and the last a 
Mexican, left the terminal of ohe. of the 
oil companies at about 3 o'clock A. M., 
Jan. 5. dfiving,.a Ford car.to Agua 
Dulce, about three miles away, where 
they--borrowed thrce can’ of gasoline.

Chaballa, a Mex- 
ican,’ charging the murder with an axe 
of a Mexican tenant farmer, his wife 
and daughter, on Dec. 15 last at Jarrell, 
Texas, was returned today by the, Will- 
iamson County Grand Jury. Trial of the 
first case was set for Jan. .15. 

County officials . recently announced 
that Chaballa, who was taken into cus- 
tody a few hours after the crime. was 
discovered, had confessed and had given 
robbery as his motive. The announce- 


ment was made in view of reports pub- 
lished in Mexico that the slayer had not 
been apprehended.

The suggestion is now made that the 
Armenian mandate be. given to Nor- 
way, which has lately obtained sov- 
ereignty over Spitzbergen and thus re- 
entered the colonial field after a thou- 
sand years.’ This is not without merit. 
America will apparently have nothing 
to do with the Near East, and the 
professional: jealousy of ‘British and 
French diplomats makes it difficult for 
either Power to yield to thé other, or 
even consent to a partnership in the 
control “of strategic territories. A 
Norwegian. administration would be 
impartial and honest, and probably 
efficient; and there would be no dan- 
ger of the infiltration of hostile influ- 
ences such as might happen were the 
mandate intrusted to some other neu- 
tral, Power. 
Considerable loans will be needed, 
however, before the Armenians can be

Landlordiy really 1s objectionable 
Power or ‘undesirable, on the 
reasonable and ordinary. 
Is Curbed. sense of those words, it 
is not only a landlord’s right, but it is 
his duty, to turn that tenant out, pro- 
vided, natufally, the landlord is pre- 
pared, in ‘the case of need, or even of 
request, to demonstrate in court, or else- 
where the character of the objection- 
ability and the undesirability and its 
adequacy as basis for action as severe 
as dispossession in these days has come 
to be. But when last week Justice 
LEHMAN, in the Appellate Term, read 
an opinion In whith it was held: that 
the only defect im a landlord’s notice of 
dispossession was the absence from it 
of an explicit statement that ‘the tenant 
was regard as objectionable to the 
landlord, gied wonder and alarm 
seized upom not a few occupants of 
houses and apartments in this city. 

For it was evident that if this. ruling 
were sustained possession under @ lease 
the ‘terms of. which made ‘the landlord 
sole judge of @ tenant’s quality,. and 
freed him from any obligation to ex- 
plain his dissatisfaction, was pr ous 
indeed. The tenant would have to move 
out: whenever another offered a higher 
rent. Also, eviction could take place if 
the tenant offended the landlord .by an- 
tagonfzing the elevation of rents, if. he 
encouraged others to do so, or if in any 
one of many easily conceivable ways he 
beeame objectionable, not in’ the abso- 
lute, but.in the’ relative—relative, that 
‘is, to. the landlord’s personal ——“ 
préjudices, or caprices. ~ 

The ruling, thus interpreted, was ob- 
vieusly intolerable, as against public 
policy—a fact which has moved Justice’ 
LEHMAN,- without waiting the result of 
an appeal, to amend it.” This he has 
done by inserting in his opinion the 
specific statement that the landlord, be- 
fore terminating ‘a lease, not only must 
declare the tenant objectionable, but 
must prove the charge. That straightens 
the matter. out and gives tenants the 
protection which they certainly ought to 
have.

Tax returns from the —— of 
the ‘salaried worker or wage earner are 
considered in the sixth of the series of 
“Income Tax Facts You Should Know,” 
made public yesterday by ‘the Federal 
Bureau of Internal Revenue. It says: 

“The man or woman: whose income is 
from salary or wages hes several things 
to consider in making out his or her 
income.tax return. The full amount 
received for personal ‘services must be: 
returned as gross income. Direct ex- 
penses incurretl in earning his. com- 
pensation, however, ‘are allowable de- 
ductions. For example, a traveling man 
gelling on commission may deduct his 
railroad fare and amounts paid for hire 
of vehicles in calling on his customers 
as a ‘business expense,” but not .his 
hotel board, which is a personal or liy-. 
ing expense. 

“ Salaries must be reported as income 


regardless of when they are. earned. 
Thus,.a ‘man who is paid on the 5th of’ 
the month and received his salary for 
the month of December, 1918, on Jan. 
5, 1919, will include the amount in his 
return for 1919. “His salary for Decem- 


ber, 1919, which is not received until |

The Census Bureau's:ginning report, - 
of Jan. 1, which. showed 618,305. bales 
ginned from the last report, fora total 


considered bearish as indicating a crop 
somewhat greater than the :11,080,000 
bales. estimated by ‘the -Department. of 
Agriculture last. month, -and. this, to- 
gether with the uneasiness engeridered 
over the probable further delay in get- 
ting the Peace Treaty ratified because 
of the President's letter of the day be- 
fore, depressed the market considerably 
in the forenoon. First prices were down
